KITST companies, org anized under state laws orig inally 
desig ned to provide for companies doing a STRICT­ 
LY' TRUST BUSINESS, are taking advantag e of 
the liberal character of those laws, and a very larg o 
portion of the new org anizations are merely COM­ 
MERCIAL BAN KS, having trust company privileg es, 
perhaps, but in reality doing comparatively little strictly trust busi­ 
ness. 
The laws of the different states, particularly in reg ard to the 
cash reserves to be held and with reg ard to loaning money on real 
estate security , are so liberal that org anizations of this character have 
a g reat advantag e over the national banks in the inducements they 
can offer their customers. 
The question of what shall be done in the way of control of these 
new trust companies is a very important one. 
It would be a g reat 
mistake for the different states to allow the national banking sy stem 
to be broken down or even SERIOUSLY 
W EAKENED by new 
org anizations which are able to do so because they are less carefully 
ex amined and controlled by the states than the national banks. 
The reg ular trust company business is a very important part of 
any financial sy stem, and calls for the hig hest deg ree of character, 
honor and ability . When the trust companies attempt to add not only 
ordinary commercial banking , but in many cases underwriting and 
promotion of all sorts of new enterprises, the case becomes entirely 
different. 
It can hardly be said to be a reasonable or proper reg ula­ 
tion of the banking and trust' company business to allow the or­ 
g anization, under the same law, of concerns which not only have the 
power to act as trustees in important capacities, but which also have 
the power, if the manag ement is so recklessly inclined, to do a g en­ 
eral commercial banking business W 11II LI 11LE OR NO CASH 
RESERVE, and even to underwrite, as lias been done in a recent 
notable instance, an issue of bonds and securities several times in 
value the combined capital, surplus and deposits of the so called trust 


company . 
If there is any reason why a national bank should maintain re­ 
serves ag ainst commercial deposits the same reason will apply * to 
commercial accounts in any other bank, whether called a trust com­ 
pany or not. 
A trust company with a larg e business in its trust de­ 
partment, if it also has a banking or saving s department, owes it to 
its customers and to the public to see that the banking department 
is not so conducted as in the slig htest deg ree to endang er its trusts.

The Jars must b e prepared with a 
scientific conscience. 
First test each 
jar to see if it is water tight. 
Keep 
each jar with its tested cover and rub ­ 
b er b y itself, so when /on are ready to 
fill with the fruit you are sure it is 
right. 
After cleansing anti 
testing, 
sterilize jars, covers and rub b ers b y 
b ringing to the b oiling point in water. 
Rub b ers should never b e used the sec­ 
ond time. 
The small cost of a new 
rub b er is more than compensated for 
in the entire lack of risk, for rub b er 
Will deteriorate b y use and time. Have 
all the needed utensils ready at hand, 
using only porcelain or granite ware 
and silver spoons. 
Neither iron, tin nor b rass should b e 
used with fruit, as the acid may com­ 
b ine in a dangerous way. 
Stand the 
Jars In hot water while the fruit is 
cooking. 
Fill and seal one jar at u 
time. Empty the water from the Jnr, 
place on a folded cloth wrung out in 
hot water or stand in a pan with a 
little hot water to prevent any danger 
of b reaking. A silver spoon in the jar 
while filling also helps to carry off the 
heat and save the glass. Fill to over­ 
flowing and pass a silver spoon around 
the sides of the glass to let all air b ub ­ 
b les escape. Wipe off the edges care­ 
fully, fit on the rub b er and screw down 
the cover tightly. Set each jar upside 
down on the tab le, fret* from drafts. 
When cold, rescrew down the covers, 
as glass contracts in cooling and the 
cover can b e tightened. Wipe off with 
a clean doth, and if there is no leakage 
or loosening of the cover place iu a 
dark, dry fruit closet. If the cellar has 
any tendency to dampness do not put 
the fruit there. 
Carefully choose the 
closet to hold the fruit. 
The amount of sugar used in all can­ 
ning and jellies is a matter of taste, as 
sugar does not affect the “keeping” 
qualities of the fruit.—Tab le Talk.
